the prior art of the record, either alone or in combination, does not teach or fairly suggest an 
apparatus and method as variously claimed. Particularly, the prior art does not teach or fairly 
suggest at least the claimed feature of receiving supplemental audio information according to 
the selection information during the broadcast television program, in which the supplemental 
audio information is synchronized with the broadcast television program such that the 
supplemental audio information does not conflict with an audio component of the broadcast 
television program when listened to simultaneously.
